Polythene was essential for the development of another erent achievement of British 
research — radar. The illustration shows the radar ins* at the port of Liverpool. 
Polythene, or polymerised ethylene, is a tough yet flexible plastic with remarkable 
qualities as 2 ectr sula The . s generic f range of solid polymers of 
ethylene, a gas derived from aicohoi or petroieum. Ethylen polymerise easily, 
that is, the molecules wil! not join togetirer in long chains, but in 1933, 1.C.1. chemists 
found that under extreme pressure they cou'd be made to do so. This was in itself a 
maior scientific achievement, Sut equ Kill and more patience were needed to develop 
polythene to the stage of commercial production. The pressures used — sometimes . 
exceeding 10 tons per square inch ad mever been employed before in chemical 
processes, and at the beginning there were many expiosions, one of which almost 
wrecked the laboratory. The process was finai'y mastered in 1936, and the first plant 
manufacturing polythene came into production on Ist Sept ber, i939, the day the 
Germans invaded Poland. Never was a product more timely in its arriva!. Today it is
